In  addition,  because  RITA  Headquarter  (HQ)  procurements  are  processed  by  the  OST 
Procurement  Office,  you  should  expect  any  RITA  HQ  procurement  involving  Booz  Allen  to  be 
included  in  the  OST  response. 

I  am  responsible  for  this  initial  decision  and  you  have  a  right  to  appeal  this  decision.  Under  49  CFR 
7.21,  within  30  days  from  the  date  you  receive  this  response,  you  may  file  a  written  appeal.  Your 
appeal  should  be  sent  to:  The  Administrator  (RITA-1),  RITA,  Room  E37-312,  U.S.  Department  of 
Transportation,  1200  New  Jersey  Avenue,  SE,  Washington,  DC  20590.

Please 
mark  the  envelope,  which  contains  your  appeal,  with  the  words:  "FOIA  Appeal".  If  you  file  an 
appeal,  the  Administrator's  decision  will  be  the  final  administrative  decision.
